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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regards to the drawings, Examiner notes that the rod being captured in or 
disposed within the aperture of the actuator is adequately shown in figure 3 of the 
instant invention. Accordingly, the drawing objection is withdrawn. 

With regards to the claims, Lavely as well as the other prior art of record show 
the complementary engaging means between the outside of the end of the worm and 
the inside of the actuator including complementary engaging splines. The independent 
claims require that the complementary engaging means comprise helical teeth. It would 
not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to have modified the complementary engaging splines to include complementary 
engaging helical teeth since it would have destroyed the arrangement in which relative 
rotation between the end of the worm and the actuator of Laveley (and the other prior 
art references) is prevented. Accordingly, the claims are allowable over the prior art of 
record.
